Says M.S. C. Specialist 


Careless use of DDT around the 
yard can cause injury to some shrubs 
‘and plants, cautions Ray L. Janes, 
extension entomologist at picheet 
State college. 

Some of: the plants which may be 
injured include’ delphinium,~ bleed- 
ing heart, ‘and azalea.. DDT causes 
the. leaves to drop’ on privet and ‘it 
may take some time for these plants 
‘to regain their . foliage, .Repeated 
treatments of DDT cmay kill privet, 
Janes warns, 

. For- treating shrubbery and lawns 
to. control flies. and. mosquitoes, one 
form that can be used-is the 50 per 
cent wettable: suitable for -use ‘with 
water. Use four pounds of 50 per cent 
wettable DDT in 100 gallons-of water. 
-This' amounts. to. four. level. aba 
ppoonsful to one gallon. :
